2 Source states that the arms and munitions in Communist-controlled denots in 
southern France were collected for the most part during tha struggle for 
the liberation of France and are of less importance than is generally be-~ 
lieved. The weapons are too diverse in type to be used effectively in large 
acale operctions. In case of armed conflict, the Spanish Commmistes in 
France renortedly haope to be able te obtain a considerable amount of 
matariel from abroad, chiefly from Yueoslavia.

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The Communists put at his disnosal part of the sums of money which they had 
"raquisitioned" at the time of the liberation. According ta source, by late 
November 1945, the usefulness of the Fernandez Valledor company had diminished 
considerably for the Communists, since many who were camouflezed in it as workers 
hed been transferred permanently to other vlaces, although the Communists 
continued to use it as cover for thelr guerrille troops. Other workers in 

the combdany have become dissatisfied and have obtained emmloyment elsewhere. 
One reason for their discontent is that aporoxinately one third of their 

wages is withheld for expenses of the organization and to support the 
guerrills troops who do not work. The organization's sales of firewood 

heve diminished and the commoany 1s said to be operated less efficiently 

than foruerly. 


6. Automobiles used vy the Canmunist organization are carried as proverty of 
the Fernandez Vallador company. Fernandez Vellador has an automobile 
repair shod in Lacourtensourt, which is some fourteen kilometers from 
Toulouse, A certain Francisco Castenar is in charge of this shop. Recently, 
the Communists spent about 50,000 francs to put the place in good condition. 
Some thirty workers ara employed there, all of whom are Svyanish Communists. 
According to source, an average of thirty automobiles which are used for 
Communist activities usually are under repair at the shop, In late November, 
the Coimunists were offering four trucks for sale as surplus material.

Should it seem exsedtent, the Comouniats 
reportedly mean to secuge of coliabcrationist activity, among others, 
Enrioue de Francisco and Rodolfo Llovis, President and Secretary General 
respectively of the Spanish Socialist Party in France, De Francisco is 
the Minister of National Beonomy in the Giral Government.
